(REVIEW) 
There’s a new Danny Kaye on 
the screen of the ........ The- 


atre. Danny is as funny as ever 
in Columbia Pictures’ “Me and 
the Colonel,” also starring Curt 
Jurgens and lovely Nicole Mau- 
rey, but, by adding another di- 
mension to his comedy cavort- 
ing, a quality best described as 
heart-warming, he has come up 
with the greatest performance 
of a brilliant career. 

In an inspired off-beat cast- 
ing, Danny plays a mild-man- 
nered man buffeted about by, 
and capable of surviving, war 
and hatreds and fear. The eter- 
nal refugee, Kaye must now flee 
the Nazi hordes nearing Paris. 
His instinct for survival impels 
him to obtain a vintage Rolls 
Royce and a meager supply of 
gasoline. But his great enter- 
prise is almost doomed to fail- 
ure; the man can’t drive.

Danny Kaye plays the refugee 
with warmth and humor, and 
Jurgens is magnificent as the 
colonel who gradually, if grudg- 
ing, awakens to the fact that 
Kaye is, indeed, a man.

A number of false moustaches 
were devised for the star but 
Kaye grew one of his own, feel- 
ing it would be more authentic.

(DANNY KAYE) 


Danny Kaye says it’s easier to 
do drama than comedy. 

The comedian is currently 
delving into a mixture of both 
in what basically is his first 
serious role—that of a mild- 
mannered refugee—in Columbia 
Pictures’ “Me and the Colonel,” 
which also stars Curt Jurgens 
and Nicole Maurey at the ..... 
Theatre. 

“Comedy is much tougher than 
drama,” Kaye states. “Any soap- 
opera type of dialogue can cause 
a person to reach for a handker- 
chief. But nothing is so unpre- 
dictable as comedy dialogue that 
is supposed to be funny; it can 
lay an egg as large as a medi- 
cine ball. 

“To begin with,” the actor 
points out, “the power of a dra- 
matic picture lies almost ex- 
clusively in the spoken line and 
not in the actions of the per- 
former. In comedy, an appear- 
ance and a delivery are just as 
important as the material. Many 
times a person tries to repeat 
a joke or a routine he thought 
was hilariously funny, only to 
have his version of it greeted by 
dead silence, although a single 
word hasn’t been changed. 

“Of course,” Kaye admits, 
“slapstick comedy will usually 
provide laughs without much ef- 
fort. Slipping on a banana peel, 
being the target for custard 
pies, or falling into a pool fully- 
clothed will invariably cause peo- 
ple to laugh. Such setups re- 
quire a capacity for punishment 
instead of a versatile delivery. 

“Getting screen laughs is no 
laughing matter—it’s serious.” 

Supporting the stars of the 
new comedy are featured play- 
ers Francoise Rosay, Akim 
Tamiroff, Martita Hunt and 
Alexander Scourby.
